WE SHAVE the comforting assurance, based upon 
high authority, that good times are here to stay. From 
almost every state in the Union come the 

Continued glad tidings of general prosperity and 

Prosperity. there is every indication of an indefinite 

continuance of business and industrial 
activity. This we see in an exhaustive report on crop, 
trade and financial conditions that has just been issued 
by the Commercial National Bank of Chicago. This 
report,-which has been compiled from research and 
investigation in all parts of the United States, gives 
a splendid showing of the existing state of affairs in 
town and country and in every line of trade and 
traffic. 

Beginning with the financial department the report 
gives convincing proof of an extremely healthy condi- 
tion of the money market throughout. Banks gen- 
erally have husbanded their resources and maintained 
strong reserves and are fortified by large cash re- 
sources and heavy maturities of purchased paper 
against possible exigencies of fall business. This prep- 
aration, says the report, has been widespread and is 
noticeably ample in the central and middle West ; small 
interior banks, as well as many of those in many of the 
less important reserve cities, have notably been free 
and continuous buyers of commercial paper maturing 
in the fall. This gives them an element of strength 
they have not heretofore possessed and will provide 
them abundant means to meet crop demands. This, 
in view of the unusually heavy call for crop needs, is 
a fortunate condition. 

On the Pacific coast banking and traffic in general 
have resumed their normal condition and all industries 
are flourishing. In San Francisco there is great activ- 
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ity and the volume of business is satisfactory. In 
southern and eastern cities the same general condi- 
tions prevail. _Money is plenty and business is al- 
ready feeling the impetus of fall activity. 

Among bankers of New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis there is a well defined feeling of conservatism 
and caution and they are inclined to discourage further 
extensicns of credits. Chicago and St. Louis banks 
are carrying strong reserves and are fully prepared 
to carry all crop and business requirements. The 
money situation throughout could scarcely be better 
and no unusual stringency is likely. 

Railway business is generally in a satisfactory con- 
dition, showing considerable increase in tonnage and 
revenues over last year. No diminution in volume of 
business is looked for before the end of next year 
and there is a movement toward preparation for a 
still further increase. Practically all the roads 
centering in Chicago are making large outlays for 
additional equipment and improvement of roadways 
and are increasing their tonnage capacity to the fullest 
extent possible. 

The iron and steel situation is described in the report 
as stronger than at any time during the past two years, 
and conditions in all branches of the trade never were 
better, there being orders already placed sufficient to 
carry business forward well into the coming year. 
Production is aggregating 25,000,000 tons, but not 
enough to provide for the increased consumption, 
necessitating a heavy draft upon reserve stocks. Large 
purchases of pig and coke, in many instances for de- 
livery ten months ahead, have absorbed available pro- 
duction for probably six months to come. Under such 
conditions, very naturally, prices on all grades have 
advanced and are now considered high enough, though 
not excessive. There has been some fear of a “run- 
away market,” a contingency which producers have 
been trying to prevent. There may, it is thought, 
come recessions from present level, but such a move- 
ment is not considered imminent. Ore and coke prices, 
as well as existing trade conditions, do not seem to 
warrant any expectation on the part of consumers of 
a return to the old cost basis. 

In the last eight years, says the report. changes 
have taken place by which business interests have been 
organized and consolidated, and by which the demand 
has been supplied and fair prices maintained. This 
has fostered, encouraged and increased the demand, 
thereby prolonging prosperity. This applies especially 
to the iron and steel trade, which is in the hands of 
men of ability, who have been rapidly educated by 
these changes in commerce. Under conditions prior 
to 1898 iron bars sold as high as four cents a pound 
and steel bars sold as low as nine-tenths of a cent a 
pound in Chicago. Fluctuations like this cause great 
uncertainty and bring about a speculative condition in 
the iron trade that is dangerous. It prevents the carry- 
ing of sufficient stocks, thereby increasing congestion 
at all mills, multiplying the difficulties of the situation 
when the demand is great and diminishing the de- 
mand when business is dull. As will be seen, the back- 
bone of the whole situation is stability of prices. The 
truth of this is substantiated by the unprecedented 
prosperity of the present. 
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As an instance of the present great activity in busi- 
ness it is stated that owing to the increased demand 
for stocks of all kinds St. Louis jobbers have been 
compelled to send some of the visiting buyers, present 
at the meeting of the Interstate Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, away on temporary furlough until stocks can be 
replenished. This is a deplorable condition, from the 
buyers’ point of view, but St. Louis jobbers are not 
the only ones in this fix. Mr. V. O. Saunders, man- 
ager of the Interstate Merchants’ Association, says that 
this year will eclipse the enormous business of 1904, 
which was a record breaker in the jobbing line. 

Lewis T. Tune, superintendent of the Bradstreet 
company, predicts that the coming year will be one of 
the most prosperous ever known. 








That a sore mind will cause soreness of body is a 
truism that has found substantiation in countless in- 
stances. When discontent is allowed to 
Disadvantages --2ep in and find lodgment in the mental 
Discontent, ™achinery department the chances are 
that something will soon go wrong just 
where the power is most wanted, Idle railing at un- 
kind Fortune will as surely bring on a disordered 
condition of the liver as will a diet of indigestible 
food. The frown that is the invariable accompani- 
ment of a dissatisfied mind not only renders the face 
repellant but it distorts the nerves and produces head- 
ache. 

When the victim of untoward circumstances gives 
himself wholly up to the nursing of his misfortunes 
he will find that they thrive and multiply like mites 
in mellow cheese. A disposition to coddle a sense of 
injustice is one of the most unfortunate heritages of 
man. The heart that husbands a desire to “get even” 
with imaginary enemies is the haunt of unhappiness 
and the brain that strives to conceive a means of re- 
taliation for fancied wrongs is the abode of misery. 

Brooding upon failure binds the brain to inaction 
and kills the chance for betterment. When a man 
allows his mental machinery to become clogged with 
the waste of discontent then do the fires of his being 
burn for naught. Much more time is wasted in re- 
viling and assailing the reputations of successful men 
than would be required for the erection of memorials 
to personal probity and fair-mindedness. 

That a man has much money is in the eyes of the 
discontented evidence sufficient for condemnation, and 
the possible dispensation of private bounties or the 
possession of a particle of the milk of human kind- 
ness is a suggestion received with the profoundest in- 
credulity and contempt. The parable of the camel 
and the needle’s eye affords the nearest approach to 
a feeling of satisfaction and in its literal application to 
the rich man is found by the victim of the worm of 
discontent a never-failing source of vengeful inspira- 
tion. 

Strange to say the remedy for this mind-destroying 
malady is not money. The balm of gold is not the 
cure, however so vehemently be it declared so. When 
the disease has taken hold it is like the deadly cancer 
reaching out its tentacles for sound flesh to feed upon. 
It must be checked in its incipient stage. The caustic 
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of self-arraignment must be tnsparifigly used and the 
salve Of common séfise be liberally applied. Self- 
treatment is absolutely necessary. 

In setting forth the disadvantages of discontent that 
spring from a lack of money and preferment it is not 
necessary to enlarge upon the advantages of poverty. 
It is hardly reasonable to expect that a feeling of 
gladness should exist in the neighborhood of an empty 
pocket. There is nothing so conducive to independ- 
ence of don’t-worry clubs as a bagging balance to 
one’s credit in bank. To be offensively opulent must 
Be not altogether a bad feeling. The possession of 
unlimited quantities of the circulating medium of in- 
terchange certainly must be productive of a distinct 
thrill of self-congratulation. Satisfaction and con- 
tentment are not always purchaseable, but they are 
not far removed when ample means are unselfishly 
and wisely used. 

The moral in point is, the folly of harboring the 
belief that all should share alike in the material things 
of life. There is no system of reasoning whereby we 
can prove right or title to that which we do not or can- 
not earn. The fortune of birth is no more an argu- 
ment against the possession of wealth than the mis- 
fortune of birth is a point in favor of him that eats his 
bread in the sweat of his face. Unto every man will 
open the door of success when he shall have earned 
the right to enter. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

Or ALL the newspapers, daily, weekly, occasional 
and once in a while, that have to do with the spelling 
reform movement advocated by Andrew Carnegie, of 
Skibo and elsewhere, and thrust upon an unprepared 
people by ukase of Theodore Roosevelt, President of 
the United States, none is so vitally interested as is 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN.

Of all the seemingly impossible conversions ever 
accomplished in the way of utilitarian resourcefulness 
was the conversion some years ago of the five-gallon 
coal oil can, in common use on the Pacific coast, to 
the purpose of carrying strained honey for the grocery 
trade. It was somewhat of a revelation to the so- 
journers from the East to see the surpassingly fine 
product of the Sierran bees drawn from the “kero- 
sene can.” It was to them and is to this day among 
the generality of Easterners an tinheard-of adaptation. 

The pressing need of a stiitable receptacle for the 
marketing of the growing output set the inventive 
faculty of some unknown ingenious bee rancher a- 
going and the result was a discovery that lent great 
impetus to an important industry. The cans which 
came incased in thin board boxes had a large sale 
among the people of the coast. When the original 
contents had been used the cans were purchased for 
a trifle by the ranchers and burned out and thoroughly 
scalded. In doing this the square flat tops, which 
were set in and soldered, were cut out on three sides 
and bent back. When perfectly cleansed and odor- 
less the cans were filled with the pure white sage honey, 
the tops brought into place and resoldered, then were 
ready for market. For the retail trade smaller, 
specially made cans, holding two and a half, five and 
ten pounds were used and there was always a great 
demand for these sizes. 

The magnitude of the various canning industries on 
the Patific coast has for many years called for a lim- 
itless supply of tins, nearly all of which are obtained 
from eastern factories. 

* * « 

Whenever the subject of nails is introduced I am 
reminded of a California experience when I was clerk- 
ing if a gefieral store that carried a little of every- 
thing in stock—wet, dry, hard and soft. In the wet 
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goods depaftment we had among other things some 
aged “rye in the wood,” which was much in demand 
among ranchmen and track-walkers in demijohn pack- 
ages; and it was none of your “forty-steps-go-as-you- 
please” stuff either. “For medicinal purposes” was 
the pretext out there. Drink? Never! They wanted 
it in the house “in case of sickness.” In the hard 
goods department we had tacks, nails and spikes. 
These goods were not so much in demand for actual 
use, but they served on occasion a useful purpose, as 
will be seen by the following incident: 

Mr. Mullally was a track-walker who ran a monthly 
account with us and was quite a heavy buyer. Dur- 
ing his absence out on the road his “good woman” 
acted as guardian of the passbook and purveyor-in- 
general of the household. Singularly enough Mr. 
Mullally was an abstemious man, taking only an oc- 
casional nip “just to be sociable.” Mrs. Mullally was 
possessed of a thirst for spirituous sustenance that 
was ingrowing and insatiable, which being well known 
to her temperate and industrious “good man” was a 
source of much concern and annoyance to him, and to 
insure due decorum in the household while he was 
away as well as curtailment of unnecessary entries in 
his passbook, he had issued an injunction on the firm 
against supplying “The Mrs.” with anything of an in- 
toxicating nature. 

This injunction was respected for a while, but it 
came to pass that Mrs. Mullally, with true feminine in- 
genuity, soon had the boozerine coming her way. She 
would order an extensive bill of legitimate supplies, 
handing out meanwhile her choicest line of “taffy.” 
When the order was all in she would get the clerk to 
one side and slipping a quart flask from concealment 
somewhere on her person would, with a perfectly irre- 
sistible wistfulness and in subdued and tearful accents, 
request the clerk to “gimme dh’ full o’ dhat, loike a 
good b’y; it’s fer a great pain in me stummick I want 
it.” That pain went with the thirst—inseparable and 
incurable. 

On receiving the filled flask from the clerk the 
“good woman” would slip it quickly out of sight, call- 
ing down the choicest blessings from above upon the 
head of the “broth of a b’y” that had filled her heart 
with joy when he filled her-bottle with whisky. Again 
producing her passbook she would surreptitiously re- 
quest the clerk to “maark it down nails, loike a good 
fellah.” 

In time Mr. Mullally, who settled regularly and re- 
ligiously on the first of every month, became curious, 
interrogative, then suspicious regarding the frequency 
of the “nail” entry. “Begorrah!” exploded he, claw- 
ing at his ruddy thatch for a solution of the mystery, 
“it’s afther buildin’ a house Oi am Oi’m thinkin’, dh’ 
way Oi do be layin’ in dh’ nails. Bad cess to me! 
Oi’ve a notion dhim nails ahr goin’ into Mrs. Mul- 
lally’s coffin. No more nails de ye moind, no more 
nails! Not even a tack, not even a tack in dhat book! 
Cut off dh’ hardware ; cut it off entoirely if yez want 
to howld me thrade!” 

The injunction stuck that time. Vain and futile 
thenceforth wefe all the arts of persuasion brought 
into play by “The Mrs.” to obtain from our stock of 
“hardware” even so much as a “tack.”

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SCHILL’S PRIDE BASEBURNER. 








Schill Bros. Company of Crestline, Ohio, have in the 
sand a brand new and very excellent hard coal base- 
burner. It is known as Schill’s Pride, and is made in 
two sizes, numbers 15 and 17, with 1444 and 16 inch 
fire-pots respectively. The history of the new stove 
is about this: They decided to build a baseburner and 
to make it the handsomest and in all ways the very 
finest and best baseburner that care and study and ex- 
perience and money could produce, and they also de- 
cided that everything worth having in a stove of its 
kind should be embodied in their new creation, 

A very excellent picture of the complete stove 
shows that in form, general outline, ornamental fea- 
tures, and other outward indications they have chosen 
a skillful and artistic stove pattern maker, and have 
gotten out of his hands something wholly wagthy of 
their intentions. 

While the stove is essentially of the modern square 
type, with a good high roomy and substantial square 
base, the main body is nicely worked into the rounded 
form that is essential not only to the best working 
results, but also to the most pleasing effect ornament- 
ally. The body is laid out in three sections to each 
of its front and side faces, namely, the lower curved 
and swelled mica lighted doors, the main mica lighted 
swelled and curved doors above the fire-pot, and a top 
deeply incurved mica lighted section above the main 
doors, which runs back to meet the large incurved pol- 
ished nickeled reflecting recesses in the nickeled cap 
or dome. The effect of this treatment is thoroughly 
good and highly attractive and pleasing. The entire 
section is highly mica lighted, the work being laid 
out in large rectangular openings, with just enough 
of the cast iron interlacing to afford firmness, security, 
durability and good effects. The full nickeled leg base 
and legs, which are, of course, separable from the 
stove, are cleverly worked out in a rich design, which 
though of a semi-independent character, is in full har- 
mony with the rest of the general ornamental theme. 
The base section, high, ample and sturdy in appear- 
ance, is worked out in rich and harmonious black iron 
detail, and carries at its front a large, full nickeled 
ash pit door, with a large, ground faced central screw 
register, and a good sized clean-out cover, with nick- 
eled turn-buckle. 

While the general lines of the stove are most ac- 
ceptable, its completed outlines are governed much by 
the attached ornamentation. Two elaborate scrolled 
and curved full nickeled front corner columns rise 
from the base and meet the top cap, which though 
nicely rounded and drawn wholly away from the an- 
gular at all points and in all directions, is squared out 
to conform to the square dimensions of the base sec- 
tion. Thus the completed structure assumes the high- 
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est type of modern square stove architecture, but still 
preserves the wholly necessary rounded form and cir- 
cular fire-pot in its working section. 

The flue arrangement is in the down, base sweep 
and up line and turn with modifications of the ordi- 
mary arrangement to this extent. An ample hot air 
ventiduct is built in between the up and down rear 
flues. This ventiduct connects through the bottom 
base plate in form of a large letter O, thus the line of 
fire travel is down the down flue, circling round the 
curver O shaped wall and then rising through the 
up flue and under the teakettle rest to the stove pipe 
connection. The effect in the base arrangement is, 
first to force the heat to the outer base plates, and 
second to provide an ample, rounded, frictionless path- 
way or flue. As stated, the ventiduct taps the hot 
base flue in the middle, and leads upwards between 
both of the hot back flues. Above the fire-pot rim 
it angles inward gently and then its inner wall is a 
part of the back wall of the main body until the 
upper opening terminates in the top of the back por- 
tion of the nickeled top cap in a nickeled register 
fitted to a double heating pipe collar back of the swing 
top of the stove. 

A very large amount of nickeled work is shown. 
It-is largely in the cut-in class of ornamentation with 
broad flat polished configurated surfaces, and it is 
really good and not overdone. The swing cover is 
square in form and full nickeled; the rounded top cap 
with its three deep cut-in arches that are the brilliant 
reflectors that meet the incurved mica sections is full 
nickeled; the deep curving flared front corner col- 
umns, the base and legs, ornamental side footrests, 
ash pit door and a large, full width front hearth name 
plate capping the front base section are all full nick- 
eled on polished electro-copper bases, and are all ven- 
tilated and highly polished. A tall, gracefully pro- 
portioned, winged urn surmounts the nickeled swing 
cover. All interior working features are heavy, dur- 
able and of the most acceptable modern types. 

The new stove is seemingly a most excellent one, 
and is worthy of investigation.

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ABSORBED BY HARDWARE MEN. 





A time-honored business has passed. It is that of 
the saddler and the harness maker. It has been swal- 
lowed by the hardware men, from bridle to breeching. 

It used to be that farmers and teamsters had their 
harness made to order; a harness was fitted to the 
horse just as a man is measured for a suit of clothes. 
The business and the trade of a saddler were lucra- 
tive. Almost every small town had a harness-making 
shop, but hundreds have passed out of existence. 

There are fewer saddles than formerly, but what 
are being used are made in the big factories. A sad- 
dler seldom if ever is called upon to make one. The 
most that a harness maker works at his trade is to 
mend old harness; if he handles a stock he buys it 
from the manufacturer ready made. 

But in late years the hardware dealers have taken 
to handling harness, and in hundreds of instances the 
saddler has been crowded out entirely. Some of the 
saddlers refused to surrender to the hardware men. 
They threatened to get back at the store men by sell- 
ing buggies, which also is a part of the trade of the 
hardware men. The result was that there was a sort 
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of agreement in many towns that if the hardware sell- 
ers would let harness and saddles alone, the well-estab- 
lished saddlers would not sell buggies. . Hundreds of 
agreements of this kind to-day are being kept, for all 
that the saddler has left is the handling of the goods 
that factories in the larger cities make. Some of these 
manufacturers refuse to sell their goods to hardware 
merchants. 

The department and mail-order houses of Chicago 
and New York also handle harness, which has helped 
to put the man who served an apprenticeship learning 
the trade out of the business. In some of the larger 
country towns the Saddler and harness maker is using 
machinery in an éffort to hold on to his trade.

NEW HEATER INVENTED. . 


Something new in the heater line has lately been 
brought out by Mr. Royal H. Bradley, member of the 
Kelsey Heating Company, of Syracuse, N. Y. Points 
of excellence in a heater that the inventor has kept in 
mind in the construction of his new design are here 
shown: 

1. In-a heater the combination, with a fire-pot, a 
superimposed shell having a lower deck surrounding 
the upper end of the fire-pot and provided with air- 
passages, upright flues rising from the lower deck and 
aligned with the passages, an upper deck provided 
with air-passages aligned with said flues, a smoke- 
box disposed adjacent a space between two of said 
flues and extending from near the said upper deck 
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to near the said lower deck, said smoke-box having a 
top, an upright rear wall, and upright side walls, said 
smoke-box having openings in its side walls, a dam- 
per arranged in the smoke-box below said openings 
in the side walls and a baffle-plate extending from the 
side walls of the smoke-box partly around said flues. 

2. A heater, the combination with a fire-pot, a su- 
perimposed shell having a lower deck surrounding the 
upper end of the fire-pot and provided with air- 
passages, upright flues rising from the deck and 
aligned with the passages, a fuel-inlet conduit lead- 
ing to the edge of the fire-pot, a smoke-outlet con- 
duit leading from the interior of the shel!, a smoke- 
box comprising a top, an upright rear wall and up- 
right side walls, said smoke-box being arranged be- 
tween said flues and the wall of said shell and con- 
nected to the smoke-outlet conduit, the upright rear 
wall of the smoke-box extending across a space be- 
tween two of said flues, said smoke-box having open-

ings in its side walls, a baffle-plate extending from the 
smoke-box partly around the flues, a damper in the 
smoke-box above the lower end of the smoke-box and 
substantially in the same plane as said baffle-plate ; 
the smoke-box, the damper and the baffle-plate consti- 
tuting with the smoke-outlet, direct and iridirect 
passages for the products of combustion. 

3. <A heater comprising a fire-box and a superim- 
posed heating-shell composed of lower and upper 
decks, an upright drum between said decks, and air- 
flues extending from the lower deck to the upper deck, 
said air-flues being spaced at regular distances apart 
for a portion of the circumference of the fire-pot and 
with a wider space at one point, a smoke-wox ar- 
ranged adjacent said wider space, said smoke-box be- 
ing formed with an upright rear wall facing said 
space, a damper arranged within said smoke-box and 
a baffle-plate extending from the sides of the smoke- 
box around the said flues, substantially as described.

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HOW TO SELECT THE BOILER. 








To properly select a boiler for heating the home is 
a matter of vital importance to the owner. He should, 
therefore, be possessed of sufficient knowledge re- 
garding the main features of boiler construction to en- 
able him to select wisely. 

Our purpose, says The American Radiator Com- 
pany, in a booklet entitled “How to Select the Heat- 
ing Boiler,” is to enlighten the owner to the extent 
that he may know what is essential in a boiler to make 
it a success when installed in his building. The reputa- 
ble heating contractor, whose standards and practice 
are good, will welcome the customer whose knowledge 
of this subject permits him to specify the right boiler. 

All bidders would thus be placed on an equality 
through the owner’s demand that each shall meet the 
same requirements as regards the type and capacity of 
the boiler, thus serving the interest of all concerned, 
viz.: the owner, heating contractor and the manufac- 
turer. 

The owner should have an intelligent knowledge of 
what is 

A self contained boiler. 

A durable boiler. 

A safe boiler. 

An easy-to-clean boiler. 

An easy-to-operate boiler. 

A self contained or portable boiler is one which may 
be set up complete without brick work or other cover- 
ing. This type possesses the following advantages: 

First—The saving in expense of brick setting. Sec- 
ond—Escape from the delay, annoyance and debris 
frequently due to the employment of masons. Third 
—Advantage secured through the ready access to the 
boiler parts, in the event of repairs being required. 
Fourth—Benefit derived from the small space occupied 
owing to its compact construction. 

The boiler used for heating should be made of cast 
iron, as this material resists corrosion to a much 
greater degree than wrought iron or steel plate when 
in disuse during the non-heating season. Therefore, 
the lasting properties of cast iron make the cast iron 
boiler the best investment. It should be made in sec- 
tional parts, which are easily handled and shipped, and 
carried through the ordinary doorways of any build- 
ing, requiring no special provision in the way of open- 
ings to admit the same. All water joints between the 
sections should be made without packing or gaskets. 
All parts should be interchangeable and carried in 
stock, thereby reducing to a minimum any delay in 
replacing same, should accidental breakage occur. 

An all cast iron boiler is absolutely safe, whether 
used for steam or hot water heating. 

A condition existing which would cause a wrought 
iron or steel boiler to explode, would simply crack a 
sectional part of the cast iron boiler without further 
injury or loss. The risk, however, from fracture, to a 
cast iron boiler, when properly constructed, is exceed- 
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ingly remote, and when it does occur, it is always due 
to gross carelessness or willful disregard of simple 
rules for operating. 

Each sectional part of a good boiler is subjected to 
a severe hydrostatic (or cold water pressure) test at 
the factory, which insures castings that are perfect 
and free from defects. 

Cast iron boiler sections have withstood a_govern- 
ment hydrostatic test of 700 pounds to the square inch, 
and when it is considered that the average pressure 
they are subjected to in use does not exceed 15 pounds, 
it will be seen that there is no risk or danger from 
fracture under proper conditions of installation and 
operation. 

A heating boiler to be economical in the consump- 
tion of fuel must have well defined principles incor- 
porated in its construction. 

First—Sufficient direct fire surface, which comprises 
the surrounding ‘walls of the fire-pot and the over- 
hanging surface above. 

Second—Sufficient flue travel, which includes all 
surface covered by the products of combustion after 
they leave the firé-pot on their journey to the chimney. 

Third—Efficient fire and flue surface so arranged 
and sub-divided as to readily absorb the units of heat 
from the fuel and transmit them to the water with the 
least possible waste. 

Fourth—A grate, the size of which is in proportion 
to the fire surface—that is easy to shake and dump, and 
to replace in whole or in parts in the event of repairs 
being needed—that is sufficiently open to allow the air 
to pass through its entire surface, to insure proper 
combustion. 

Fifth—A deep fire-pot, that will hold a large quan- 
tity of fuel, which, under slow combustion, secures 
the greatest economy, besides entailing less care and 
attention. 

Sixth—A large combustion chamber, that is, that 
portion of the fire-pot above the fire door, which per- 
mits of the gases arising from the coal to form a union 
with the air that is admitted through the grate, thereby 
causing ignition so that they are_not lost, as they would 
if unconsumed in the fire-pot. 

Seventh—A chimney flue that has a good draft is 
essential to the greatest success and economy in any 
boiler. It should be of proper area, straight and in- 
dependent of all other connections or openings, hav- 
ing the same dimensions from bottom to top, and 
carried above the highest point of roof (or adjoining 
one) by at least three feet. 

The capacity of a heating boiler should include a 
reasonable reserve power beyond the actual demands 
made by the radiation and piping. We believe that 
the public mind is well educated by common report, 
observation and experience, concerning the practical 
advantages of some extra boiler capacity to “come 
and go” on. 

Steam and water heating outfits are usually in- 
stalled on the basis of heating the building to 70 de- 
grees in zero weather. To meet the contingency of 
below zero weather, occurring now and then, it is ad- 
visable to provide a reserve capacity. 

By having a boiler of ample capacity, the boiler is 
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regulated, rather than forced, even in the severest 
weather. This regulation of fire is economy, in that 
no more fuel is used than the amount needed to warm 
the air in the rooms to the degree of temperature de- 
sired. 

The amount of reserve capacity can only be de- 
termined after studying the heating needs of each in- 
dividual building, which study should take into con- 
sideration the construction character of the building, 
its exposure to the elements, chimney flue conditions, 
extreme range of weather, etc. 

If, however, the following conditions are observed, 
the boilers will supply the radiation stated in their 
published ratings, without reserve capacity: That the 
radiators shall be correctly proportioned and located 
to produce a stated temperature, with due calculation 
of the loss of heat through outer walls and glass sur- 
faces ; that all piping (mains and risers, flow and re- 
turn) shall be counted as radiating surface when 
estimating the absolute tax on the boiler; that the 
chimney flue, fuel and attention shall be such that the 
boiler is permitted to do its work aright. 

Reserve capacity is recommended only because in a 
majority of instances the conditions of radiation and 
piping are not correctly calculated and installed, and 
further because the factors which waste the heat (such 
as outer walls and glass surfaces) are not regarded 
and sufficient radiation supplied to offset these in- 
fluences. Hence the boiler is often called on for extra 
service. 

The difference in cost between a liberally propor- 
tioned heating outfit as compared with one of limited 
capacity is too small to jeopardize the success of the 
investment. Money saved by buying too small boilers 
usually has to be paid out over and over again in 
waste of fuel through forcing of the fire and in 
greater care. 

A boiler that is easy to clean is important. The 
flues should be easily accessible, and the flue doors 
ample to command same, so that every part may be 
cleaned in a few minutes. 

A boiler easy to operate should have large fire and 
flue doors—an easy and simple shaking and dump- 
ing grate—an anti-clinker door and ample ash pit.

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A HARD NUT TO CRACK. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I am sending you a piece of galvanized iron 
roofing taken from a repair job about which I 
am somewhat curious. I also send you a photograph 
copy of the full size of the piece from which this was 
taken. 

It is supposed that galvanized iron roofing, put on 
right, will last indefinitely, and the enclosure shows 
that when put on wrong (carelessly) its life is of 
short duration, especially at the place that should be 
a strong point—namely, the seam, 

The place from which this was taken was the top 
of a Dormer window with a kind of flat roof. The 
starting course was turned up sufficient to be cov- 
ered with slate roofing, thus: 
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The roofer not alone saturated the seam with acid, 
but must have applied so much that capillary attrac- 
tion continued to draw it in, at those particular places 
where the cleats are, that they were actually swim- 
ming in acid, so to speak. This piece was taken from 
where a cleat was. The irregular crescent shape shows 
where the cleat was in contact with the roof proper. 

Then again the roofer must have used such an ex- 
tremely light pair of soldering irons, or a pair that 
wasn’t sufficiently heated to evaporate the acid, that it, 
in turn, caused a continual chemical action to take 
place, until the corrosion penetrated the metal through 
and through; then the elements did the rest. 

This roofing is on the building only six years. It 
is only the matter of a short time when that particular 
seam will have to be cut out and a new strip of metal 
put in or an entire new roof put on.

GALVANIZED IRON VERSUS ELECTROPLATE. 





An inquirer writes: “Will your experience enable 
you to give an opinion as to the relative lasting qual- 
ities of galvanized iron or steel as compared with iron 
or steel with a coating of copper, such as is obtained 
by means of an electroplate? The finished product 
to be subject to the action of the weather alone. We 
are getting out a metal frame window screen and 
have thought that the copper coated steel construc- 
tion could be used to a better advantage than the gal- 
vanized treatment, particularly as the former lends 
itself more readily to the more attractive finishes. The 
only question with us is the matter of durability.” 
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Upon this point of interest our conclusions, which 
to some extent are based upon inquiry, are to 
the effect that the lasting qualities against weather at- 
tack of galvanized iron and the electroplate such as 
you speak of are normally about equal. Electroplated 
iron will outlast electroplated steel for the same pur- 
pose. Galvanized iron is rough on its surface hence 
it will collect dust and hold it and this in connection 
with accumulated moisture will do much toward cor- 
rosion. The electroplate being smooth will of course 
collect less dust, hence will carry less moisture with 
it. You are aware, of course, that the beginning of 
corrosion on either one of these plates will be at the 
cut edges, as they are uncovered by the plate. The 
conclusion we have drawn are all in favor of the cop- 
per electroplate if the plating is thoroughly well done.”

CHANGES IN CLASSIFICATION 





OF IMPORTS. 


There have been some changes made by the Bureau 
of Statistics of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor in its classification of imports and exports 
which include a number of items coming under the 
head of hardware. Under the old classification the 
grouping of articles was such that a comparison of 
our trade figures with those of leading European coun- 
tries was exceedingly difficult. Still another and 
equally important reason for readjusting the old 
grouping is said to be the fact that the census classi- 
fications of manufactures includes under that term 
many articles not classed as manufactures by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, thus rendering difficult a compari- 
son, under the old classification, of the export figures 
of manufactures with the census figures of produc- 
tion.. By the new classification such comparison is 
entirely practicable. 

Among the. articles forming the class “Manufac- 
tures for further rise in manufacturing” are copper 
in pigs, bars and ingots; tin in pigs or blocks; iron in 
pigs, billets, blooms, bars, ingots, sheets, tinplates and 
wire rods. Among the articles included in the group 
“Manufactures ready for consumption” are manufac- 
tures of iron, steel, brass, copper, zinc and lead ready 
for use.

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THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 


Continued activity is a marked characteristic of the 
hardware situation, although there is more easiness 
since the report of last week. Buying is as energetic 
as the supply will permit, notwithstanding the firmness 
of prices. The pig tin squeeze in the East has been 
broken and the operators who controlled the tem- 
porary corner have abandoned their plans in view of 
a sufficient amount of aviilable tin to meet ordinary 
requirements. They immediately began to unload 
their holdings, which caused a decline of 4c per 
pound in the price of spot metal, which dropped from 
40.50c to 40.25c per pound. At 40.25¢ they disposed 
of considerable tonnage and then hastened to offer 
the September delivery at 40c per pound. 

As to the pig iron situation it is said that the un- 
easy feeling of a week ago in regard to shortage has 
become intensified. The impression has gained ground 
that there has been an actual famine as regards spot 
lots, and in some cases extraordinary prices have been 
paid for immediate shipments. The market is so un- 
settled that it is exceedingly difficult to say what 
should be quoted as a fair price. It is thought that 
the unexpected advance in prices will surely stimulate 
production and an increased output of 100,000 tons 
over August is looked for by December. There is 
increased activity in finished products and a full out- 
put is being made. Altogether conditions are excel- 
lent with promise of further improvement. 


STEEL MILLS VERY BUSY. 

In the steel trade there is a great deal of activity 
apparent, the mills having a very heavy tonnage on 
hand, with specifications coming forward freely. There 
has been no change in quotations, but recent advices 
from leading steel makers to agents and customers is 
to the effect that the market is very firm and that 
consumers who delay giving their orders are pretty 
sure to find a shortage later. Structural steel is still 
selling freely, though it is reported that a premium 
is no longer being paid for early delivery. This prob- 
ably indicates some let-up in the pressure for the early 
completion of contracts, rather than any falling off in 
the actual demand, the trade being in better shape to 
wait the time necessary to secure mill deliveries. There 
are no large contracts in this market, beyond those 
previously noted. The mill schedules on structural 
steel are unchanged at 1.70¢c; beams and channels, 
Boston delivery, 3 to 15 in., 1.86%4c; zees and angles, 
2 in. and upward, 1.86%2c; tees, 1.19¢; beams over 
15 in., 1.96%4e. ; 

Steel rails are firm and unchanged at $28 for stand- 
ard sections, but light rails are higher at $30@32 per 
ton, for 16 to 40 Ib. sections. 

There is a very firm market for steel plates, with 
the mills crowded with orders. Specifications are be- 
ing sent in very freely, while at the same time con- 


siderable new business is being secured. Quotations 
are unchanged at: Tank quality, 614 to 14 in., 1.60c 
at mill; delivered, 1.753%4c; 14 in. and upward, 1.60c 
at mill; delivered, 1.76%4c; boiler quality, delivered, 
1.86%4c ; less than carload lots, 5 points above ; flanges, 
10 points above; tank and fire-box steel, 20 points 
above; rivets, 2.25c, Boston delivery. 

Steel billets are scarce and higher at $28 for Besse- 
mer and $29 for open hearth, with sheet and tin plate 
bars quoted at $30. Boston prices are $3 per ton above 
these prices. 

Specifications are being filed very freely for sheet 
steel, and a great deal of new business is also being 
offered. Prices are very firm and an advance is ex- 
pected shortly. The current quotations are 2.50@ 
2.55c for 28-gauge black, 2.40@2.45c for 27-gauge 
black, and 3.55c for 28-gauge galvanized. 

Steel bars are still quoted at 1.50c at mill, though 
at least one maker is asking 1.60c. Business is very 
good and the market is firm. Schedule prices are: 
Bessemer soft steel bars, in car lots, 1.50c; delivered, 
1.66%c; open hearth, 1.66%4c; tire, 1.75¢ at mill; de- 
livered, 1.91%4c; cast steel, 6@15c, as to quality. 


OLD MATERIAL. 

The market is in a very peculiar condition, making 
it impossible to give very close quotations. Dealers 
are willing to take anything that may be offered at 
the inside figures quoted below, but they have nothing 
for sale unless at an advance on the outside figures. 
It looks a good deal like a corner, or an attempt to 
corner, but for the present consumers are not show- 
ing much interest in the matter, as they regard the 
inside figures as high enough. As nearly as can be 
given the range of prices would be about as follows 
for deliveries in buyers’ yards:

BARS IN DEMAND. 
The demand for bars is improving, and such mil ; 
as are working are running full time. There are sev- 
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eral that are closed, however, owing to wage disputes, 
so that the local production is a good deal below the 
normal. Steel bars are scarce and deliveries are not 


promised inside of 30 to 60 days. On the whole, the: 


outlook indicates great activity during the remainder 
of the year, with firm if not higher prices, which at 
present are 7.73'4c to 1.78¥4c for either iron or steel. 





NAILS FIRM. 

Wire and cut nails are very firm, with an advance 
expected: Wire nails, car lots, $1.90 at mill; less 
than car lots, $2; out of store, $2.30; small sizes and 
brads, 85c, 10 and 10 per cent off from standard 
schedule; cut nails, car lots, mill, $1.75@1.80; less 
than car lots, mill, $2; out of store, $2.20. 





SHEETS, BLACK AND GALVANIZED. 

The market for black and galvanized sheets is char- 
acterized by great strength, especially in the case of 
the latter product, deliveries of which cannot be se- 
cured under two to three months, except at the pay- 
ment of liberal premiums. The situation on black 
sheets is not so bad, deliveries being obtainable in 
about four weeks. Corrugated sheets and other semi- 
finished products are fairly prompt. The strength of 
the raw material is, of course, reflected in such fin- 
ished goods as conductor pipe, eaves trough, etc., but 
prices remain steady and shipments are satisfactory. 
Manufacturers naturally prefer to devote their ener- 
gies and output to these lines, which pay them a much 
better profit than the raw sheets. 


TIN AND GALVANIZED WARE. 

The new price-list on tin and galvanized ware, 
which the leading manufacturing interests have had 
in process of compilation, as previously reported in 
these columns, is now completed and will, it is under- 
stood, shortly be placed in the hands of the trade by 
the individual manufacturers, who are acting in con- 
cert. The schedule is such that, with the discounts 
which will probably be offered to different classes of 
buyers, the market level will remain about the same 
as for the past few weeks, representing a noticeable 
advance over prices previously prevailing. 





CAST IRON HARDWARE. 

Prices on cast iron hardware, including pulleys, well 
wheels, grindstone fixturés, hay fork pulleys, etc., show 
a strengthening tone. Some manufacturers, whose 
prices have been the lowest, are raising their quota- 
tions about § per cent. It is understood that stocks 
of raw material purchased at lower prices than are 
now current are about exhausted. 





RELIEF FOR PIG IRON SHORTAGE. 

The pig iron shortage which has been experienced 
by the Illinois Steel Company during the past two 
months, and which has greatly curtailed its steel pro- 
duction, will be materially relieved within the next 30 
days by the blowing in of three furnaces with a daily 
capacity of 1,000 tons. At Joliet a new stack, making 
the fourth in the group, with a rated daily capacity of 
450 tons, will be blown in next week, while one stack 
at the South Works, which is being rebuilt, will be 
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added to the active list the latter part of next month, 
and one furnace at the Union Works, which is being 
rebuilt, will be placed in operation in about 10 days. 
Eighteen of the company’s furnaces are now in opera- 
tion as follows: South Works, 10; Joliet, 3; Milwau- 
kee, 2; North Works, 2; Union Works, 1. 





Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 

We have passed through another week of very heavy 
buying for delivery during the balance of this year, with 
larger sales of iron for delivery during the first half of 
next year. There have been several large trades of foundry, 
basic and malleable iron in this territory during the past 
week. Prices are firmer for this year’s delivery and have 
advanced at least 50 cents per ton on northern irdn for 
delivery after January 1 over the preceding week. 

The demand for coke is unprecedented. The coke 
operators are having a great deal of trouble in getting suf- 
ficient labor to run their ovens, on account of the ex- 
cessively hot weather we have had in all parts of the 
country. 

Railroads are now complaining of car shortage, and pros- 
pects are for scarcity of cars and pig iron during the 
next six months, 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

There is no sign of any lessening in the demand for 
pig iron. The main transactions of the week have been 
the heavy purchases for delivery over the first half or first 
quarter of 1907. An immense tonnage has been placed 
for next year’s shipment. 

Spot iron is at a decided premium, and as the season 
advances it is evident that there are many consumers who 
are going to have a hard time in getting enough iron to 
supply their needs. Some of them have deliberately put 
off buying in the expectation that the advance in prices 
would prove a false alarm. They badly misjudged the 
market. Then there are others who need more iron than 
they had calculated on, owing to the increase in their 
orders for finished goods. In fact the general enlarg- 
ment of business is of course the whole cause of the 
flourishing state of the trade. In addition there are many 
foundry men who make it a regular habit never to take a 
chance on the market, no matter how sure it may seem. 
They purchase their iron at fixed periods, and seldom 
deviate from their rule, or they buy only to cover orders 
as they secure them. There is a large number of such 
buyers. They are coming into the market from day to 
day for large or small quantities, and they are having all 
kinds of difficulties in getting what they want. It cer- 
tainly looks as if the man who was short of iron for 
the balance of the year needed sympathy. 

Prices have remained steady during the week with an 
upward tendency. No. 2 foundry southern is from $15.50 
to $16 f. o. b. Birmingham, while $18 f. o. b. Ohio fur- 
naces has been the price for northern iron. 

In the South they say it is impossible to increase the 
general output this year, as already the entire available 
coke supply is being utilized. 

Coke for furnace purposes is in great demand. Foundry 
coke is selling freely.
